Kingston, Jamaica, June 22.—A dis­ 
patch boat from the fleet off Santiago 
de Cuba brings tho following story re­ 
garding the arrival of Shafter’s troops: 


As soon as the fleet of transports 
had arrived at a point about 20 miles 
off Santiago, Monday afternoon, tho 
steamer Seguranca, having on board 
Genoral Shafter and his staff, left the 
other vessels lying to and steamed to 
the flagship of the American fleet in 
order to visit Hear Admiral Sampson. 
Tho general went on board the flag­ 
ship and the Seguranca then went to 
Acorraderos, about 17 miles west of 
Santiago, and near which place Gen­ 
eral Garcia is encamped with 3,000 
Cuban soldiers. 
General Shafter and 
his staff and Rear Admiral Sampson 
went ashore and proceeded to General 
Garcia's headquarters, about a mile 
inland, where they spent several hours 
in consultation with the Cuban gen­ 
eral. 


General Garcia and the otlier Cuban 
oilicers gave General Shafter and Ad­ 
miral Sampson a hearty welcome. The 
Cubans showered upon their distin­ 
guished visitors all the blessings of 
Cuba libre ¿for the assistance of the 
Unitet! States in the Cuban struggle 
freedom, and they expressed the 
conviction that victory *was at hand, 
and that the power of Spain would 
soon be driven from the island by the 
combined strength of American and 
Cuban arms. 


General Garcia gave the American« 
assurances that they need have no fear 
of contracting diseases on the south­ 
eastern coast of Cuba, as the climate 
there is not unhealthy, only extremely 
hot at this season of the year. 
The 
Cuban general declared that his own 
ti oops, ill fed and clothed as they were, 
were in good health, and therefore the 
Americans need not fear feyers or 
other serious ailments. 


General Shafter examined tbe con­ 
dition of the Cuban soldiers during his 
visit, and was impressed with their 
hardy and soldierly appearance, though 
he recognized the fact that they need 
clothes and provisions, both of winch 
were given them. 


At the conclusion of the conference 
General Shafter and the other officers 
had little or nothing to say regarding 
the plans for landing the American 
troops or for the co-operation of the 
Cubans. 
The best information ob­ 
tainable is that there will be no at­ 
tempt to make a general landing for 
two oit three days, but small Jodies of 
Hoops will be put .ashore at several 
points, both east and west of Santi­ 
ago, including Accrraderos. 
This will 
give General Shafter a*L opportunity 
to become more familiar 
with tho 
worjc before him and to ascertain tho 
best place for a general landing. 


Among the troops that will be landed 
flrst are a number of men from the 
engineer corps, who will begin work 
nt once preparing for the movement of 
the main body.

“I was astounded when I saw that 
bulletin about Portugal hesitating to 
turn the Spanish fleet away from the 
Cape Verde Islands, ” said a cosmo­ 
politan looker-on in New York to a 
jBuu man. 
“What struck mo as so 
impossible about it was the hint of an 
alliance between Hpain and Portugal. 
; 
“ Why, I have lived in Portugal and 
mixed with the people, and I know 
that they could stand almost anything 
better than that. 
Portuguese senti­ 
ment—the sentiment of the people at 
large, of ‘Antonio e Maria’—consists 
chiefly of hatred to the Spauiards. 
They may bo indifferent about other 
matters, or divided in feeling. 
Home 
of them are Miguelistas, or Legiti­ 
mists, some are heartily attached to 
the actual dynasty; many in the cities 
—most of all in Lisbon—are republi­ 
cans, but the one unifying sentiment 
of the people is the anti-Spanish sen­ 
timent. 


“ When you come to consider what 
their history has been I don’t see how 
they could have been otherwise. They 
have altogether five great national 
heroes, Dom Enrique, who was pio­ 
neer of all Euroi^ean exploration in the 
Atlantic; Vasco da Gama, Dom Sebas­ 
tian, “ the Faithful Prince,” who is 
the centre of various poetical legends; 
Dom Joao, and Gil Eannes Pereira. 
It is safe to say that most of the plain 
people of the whole country know lit­ 
tle or nothing of the first two of these 
beyond their names. As for the Faith­ 
ful Prince, many of them, probably, 
are not quite sure whether he was a 
real historical personage or 
only 
mythical. 
But 
every 
Portuguese 
‘lavi'ador,’ from the Minho to St. Vin­ 
cent, knows Dom Joao, who in 1385 
ijrove the Sjmniards all the way from 
Aljubarrota, in Portugal, to Burgos, 
in the middle of Spain, and Gil Eannes, 
who beat them at Valverde in the 
Baine year. 
Those two are the Bruce 
and the Wallace of the Portuguese, 
but there is this difference between 
the Scottish and the Portuguese hero- 
Worship, that the one is a mere mat­ 
ter of historical pride, while the other 
is part of a living, active, political 
force. 


“ The fact is that since she lost 
Brazil and fell into a state of general 
decline the people of Portugal have 
become intensely retrospective. They 
nourish their pride on national memo­ 
ries, and the fundamental national fact 
for them is their independence of 
Spain. 
They began to be a nation 
when they broke loose from the king­ 
dom of Castile and Leon 
in the 
eleventh century, and ever since then, 
except for a couple of generations in 
the sixteenth and seventeenth centur­ 
ies, they have existed as a nation 
fender the continual threat of absorp- 
iibn 
into Spain. 
The 
house of 
Braganza stands to the Portuguese 
people for no good thing but the re­ 
volt of 1640, by which their country 
jtfas redeemed into independence. And 
the people feel that the price of inde­ 
pendence is perpetual hatred of Span­ 
iards. We can understand the feeling 
only by imagining what it would have 
been in our country if the original 
thirteen states had been collectively 
iAuch smaller than Great Britain and 
Separated geographically from that 
country only by a line on the map. 


“Nobody who has lived in Portugal 
can fail to have noticed the signs of 
this undying hatred on all hands. Do 
you know, for instance,the true mean­ 
ing of the saying. 
‘A bad Spaniard 
makes a good Portuguese'?* Of course, 
there is the Spanish interpretation, 
which is the obvious one. 
But there 
is also the deeper Portuguese inter­ 
pretation, and that is, that any bad 
friend to Spain is by that very fact a 
good friend to Portugal. 


“ You can see evidences of the feel- 
» 


ing, too, in the very language of Por­ 
tugal, which its si^eakers seem to have 
purposely developed in such a way as 
to make it as unlike Spanish as pos­ 
sible. 
‘Written, it looks like Spanish, 
but spoken it sounds much more like 
Polish or Czech, 
It is a -curious fact 
that no self-respecting 
Portuguese 
woman would be seen wearing a man­ 
tilla, for the mantilla is the Spanish 
woman’s headgear. 
And during the 
last reign it used to be remarked in 
Lisbon that only two Jadies there ever 
smoked, the queen, Maria Pia, mother 
of the present king—an Italian—and 
the Duchess of Palladia-- this, again, 
because the habit of smoking had lung 
been distinctive of the Spanish among 
all other womankind, 


“1 believe this anti-Spanish feeling 
has been kept alive all these centuries 
very largely through the perseverance 
of the Portuguese women. 
Perhaps 
they remember that it was a woman 
who cast the die lor the anti-Spanish 
revolt in 1(310 by pronouncing the mem­ 
orable sentence, ‘As for me, I would 
rather have death as Queen of Por­ 
tugal than a long life as Duchess 
of Braganza*—although,it is true, that 
woman was a Spaniard. 


“Once I asked a Portuguese girl if 
she really ha4ed all Spa&iwds, 
She 
said of course sho did. 
I reminded 
her that the Obriitiau religion com­ 


manded us to love all men. 
‘Yes,1 
sho said, ‘but that was a long time 
a£o, beforo there were any Spau­ 
iards. 999 


Tlio W ild C uttle o f CluirJey* 


Some account is given in Nature 
Notes (English) of this famous herd 
of cattle, which belongs to the Earl of 
Ferrers. 
The theory that the breed is 
indigenous appears to be supported by 
their habits at the present day. When 
alarmed they start off at a full gallop 
for a short distance, then turn and 
face their foe in a semicircle, with the 
bulls in front, the cows behind, and 
tho younger animals and calves still 
further in the rear. 
If further ap­ 
proached, these 
tactics, which ara 
clearly those of wild animals, are re­ 
peated, or the adversary is charged 
and attacked. 
Again, they conceal 
their young in fern or long rushes, 
and the cows, when calves are born, 
become exceedingly 
fierce and dan­ 
gerous. 


The food of the Chartley herd con­ 
sists of the very coarsest grasses, and 
in winter of the coarsest hay, rushes, 
and dried bracken, provided for them 
in open sheds, which afford a slight 
shelter from the cold winds which 
blow across the open park. 
The home 
of these cattle is situated on high 
ground which was enclosed about the 
year 1200, and forms a portion of 
Chartley park, some five miles from 
Uttoxeter, the nearest town.

and another until you have added at 
least four good-sized berries.

A New Recipe for an Old Disli. 


“It may be that your mothers, who 
have always used the old-fashioned 
method of cookirfg cabbage, will be 
skeptical, but I am sure your first 
trial will convert them to the newer 
way,” writes Sallie Joy White prefac­ 
ing a chapter on cooking vegetables in 
“ Cookery for Girls” in the Woman’s 
Home Companion. 
“Have plenty of 
boiling, salted water, in which a tea- 
epoonful of soda has been dissolved; 
plunge the cabbage in, top downward, 
leave it uncovered, and let it boil un­ 
til tender, which will be in about half 
an hour. 
It may vary a few minutes 
from the half hour, but it will be a 
slight variation only. 
Take it out 
into a collander, drain well, put into 
a hot dish, season with bits of butter, 
salt and pepper, and serve at once. 
Cooked in this way, cabbage will be 
as delicate as cauliflower; the color 
will bo retained instead of being 
turned into that whity-brown tint that 
is so indissolubly 
connected with 
boiled cabbage as it has been known 
in the past, and there will not be such ! 
a strong odor penetrating every cor- 1 
ner of tho house such as is usually as­ 
sociated with this vegetable. Another 
advantage of serving it cooked by this \ 
rule is that persons who cannot eat it , 
when boiled in the old-fashioned way | 
find that they can partake of it with­ 
out any ill effects.” 


Artificial Stone. 


A firm in Scotland is engaged in the 
manufacture of artilicial stone, which 
is, it is claimed, quite the equal of the 
natural product in durability, hard­ 
ness and in its 
ability to 
stand 
weather tests. 
The ingredients are 
principally lime and sand, with water 
r,t a very high temj erature. 
After 
being thoroughly 
incorporated the 
mass is placed in molds and subjected 
to a temperature of about 400 degrees 
Fahrenheit. Superheated steam is the 
heat employed for this purpose.

who have made the^ subject a study 
that artificial stone may be made suc­ 
cessfully 
from the materials men­ 
tioned.

The bicycle needs but a little 
oil and is always ready. 
It is, there­ 
fore, apparent to progressive military 
men that with the advent of the bicy­ 
cle must come the advent of the horse­ 
less carriage in the army provi lion 
train. 


Another important bearing of the 
compact road motor upon modern 
warfare will be the xDossibility of haul­ 
ing field cannon without the aid of 
horses. 
The field piece is tho clum­ 
siest of all instruments of warfare to 
manage during a retreat. 
Por this 
reason alone cannon are so often de­ 
serted in the field to fall into the 
hands of the enemy. 


When good roads make tho horse­ 
less conveyance popular we will have 
to propel our cannon at a rapid rate, 
on the march, to keep up with the 
rapid pace of the bicycle cavalry and 
infantry, and the provision wagons 
propelled by the storage battery, 
naphtha, gasoline, 
xietrolQUQi 
aa(i 
other motors. 


It ds said that a New Jersey inven­ 
tor has prepared plans for an acety- 
line automobile carriage, soon to be 
built and run in Washington this win­ 
ter.

Strouter says that the Ceylon bamboo 
is almost impervious to fire and that 
where it is used as a building material 
in that country no conflagration hat 
ever been known. 
He thinks bamboo 
could be grown in parts of the United

Controlled by a Hair. 


One solitary human hair seems a 
very small thing, but it is the most im­ 
portant part of an important machine 
in the Capitol at Washington. The ma­ 
chine warms and ventilates the House, 
the Senate, and the various committee 
rooms and runs several electric dyna­ 
mos. Its most curious feature is the 
appliance for telling the proper tem­ 
perature of the air in tho building. A 
dial arranged like a clock marks dif­ 
ferent degrees from zero to 100. Zero 
means perfectly dry air, 100 saturated 
air; I. e., air carrying all the moisture 
it will hold. Human hair absorbs mois­ 
ture like a rope, becoming shorter 
when it is wet. The hair here is six 
inches long. The difference In length 
between it when wet and when dry 
stands for the 100 degree of moisture 
on the dial, and as the moisture of the 
hair varies the pointer 011 the dial 
moves. According to the necessity more 
steam is thrown in or steam is allowed 
to escape, the atmosphere being in this 
way regulated and kept at a healthy 
point.

A Curious Migration. 


A writer in the New England Maga 
zine presents the results of his per 
jonal investigation of a curious migra­ 
tion that has been going on for a few 
years j^ast from the Northwestern 
portion of the United States to Mani­ 
toba, Assiniboia, Alberta and other 
portions of British Columbia l y i n q 
north of tho Dakotas and Montana. 
According to S. A. Thompson, the 
writer of the article, a steady stream 
of emigration irom the Northwestern 
portions of the United States to the 
wheat-growing regions of British Co* 
lumbia mentioned has been noticeable 
for some time. 
In one place in Al­ 
berta he found a settlement containing 
a population of about one thousand, 
of whom seven hundred were from the 
United States. 
He discovered that 
the Canadian Pacific Railroad Com­ 
pany was selling land in small tracts 
to hundreds of American families, and 
he found a record of no less than 513 
homestead entries made by settlers 
from the United States, representing 
1552 persons. 


Mr. Thompson was curious to dis­ 
cover the motives which led these 
American farmers to leave their own 
country. 
Many individual reasons 
were given, but the main cause, as 
Mr. Thompson says, is to be found iu 
the fact that the desirable public lands 
have been exhausted by entries or 
gobbled up by the 'great railroad mo­ 
nopolists in the United States. 
In 
British Columbia there is almost an 
inexhaustible supply of farming land 
suitable for stock raising and graic 
culture, to be had on terms quite as 
favorable as those extended to Ameri 
can settlers in their own country. 


Mr. Thompson suggests as a remedy 
for this emigration the reclamation o) 
the vast arid region of the Uniteó 
States by irrigation. This would oper 
up an immense region for settlemenl 
and in a climate more moderate thar 
that of the Far North.—San Francisco 
Chronicle, 


Contagion Carried by Latter,

fever was contracted by a little girJ 
from two playmates who had what the 
doctor called "scarlet rash,” and still 
another was carried to a family by e 
carpenter who lived eight miles away, 
and whose little children were ailing 
with aoarletina, a disease that the “at­ 
tending physician informed the father 
was not nearly as catching as scarlet 
fever,”— Kanww Oity (Mo.) Journal.

Exposition at Tokyo. 


Some of the enterprising citizens of 
Tokyo have organized a company to 
promote the plan of holding an interna­ 
tional exposition in that city five year« 
hence. 
They have selected a site on 
a low Island in the river opposite the 
foreign concession called Tsukiji (pro­ 
nounced Skeegee), where most of the 
missionaries and other foreigners live, 


1 and propose to raise it several feet 
above the high water mark by dredg­ 
ing a deeper channel. 
Fifty or sixty 
acres have already been reclaimed, and 
demonstrate that the scheme is prac­ 
ticable. It is estimated that 250 acrea 
can be reclaimed and made perma­ 
nently valuable for a park or manufac­ 
turing purposes for about as many dol­ 
lars.

'physics at Dickinson College, has tettj' 
dered his resignation, to take effect at 
the dose of the present Academic 
year. 
Dr. Himes desires to have 
'inorc time to expend upon literary 
and scientific work, and the routine 
'business of college work absorbs t«fr 
much of this time. 


At the close of tWi academic year 
h6 will have served thirty one years as 
a professor in the college, twenty* 
eight years as Secretary of the Board, 
and thirteen years as treasurer. 
These 
different terms are the longest e/er 
served by any person in those positions 
in this institution. 


Dr. Himes has not yet made any 
definite plans for future work, but will 
probably accompany an expedition to 
Lapland in July to witness the phenom­ 
enon of a total eclipse of the sun, and 
also to make other astronomical obser> 
vations. 


— Dr. Himes, referred to above, is 
a native of New Oxford, being a sob of 
the late Wm. D. Himes, Esq., deceas» 
ed.

The report of the Superintendent of 
Public Instructions is just from the 
presses. 
From it we gather the follow­ 
ing iacts about out county schools. 


We have 185 schools, with an aver­ 
age term ot 6.3 months. There are 188 
teachers, of whom n o are men and 78 
women. The average salary of the men 
is $30.65 and for the women $20.70. 
There arp 7,258 scholars, of whom 3,- 
835 are boys and 3,423 girls; and the 
average attendance is 82 percent. The 
^ average cost per pupil per month is 
1 $1.23 and the average school tax levied 
1 Is 2 milts. In Hampton Ind., McSher- 
ti rystown and Union Ind. districts no 
/"taxes were levied, the expendidures be- 
' ing paid with the State fund.

tal amount amount of taxes levied was 
$32,779.94 and the^ State appropria­ 
tion was $34.460.73/ 


During the year six new buildings 
were erected: one each in Conewago 
and Oxford t >wnships and two each in 
Highland and Mt. Pleasant. This year 
one is to be erected in Liberty town­ 
ship and one in McSherrystown. 


Superintendent Thomanspeaks high­ 
ly of the district institutes that are held 
and*highly endorses school libraries, 
which can now be found in many coun­ 
try schoools.

Heavy (Damages Claimed. 


William H. Moyer,of Traverse city, 
Mich., by his attorney, C. G. Turner, 
of that place, has begun an action 
against S. L. Johns, of McShorrys- 
town, alleged false arrest Mid impris­ 
onment of Moyer. 
The damages 
claimed are laid at $100,000. 


Mr. Turner states that Mr. Johns, 
who is extensively eugaged ill the 
manufacture of cigars, sold Mdyer 
cigars, giving the latter a credit last 
fall of about $2000; in January last 
several men entered Moyer’s store nnd 
gagged and robbed him of $-1700; 
that iu February following an ageut 
for Mr. Johns came to Traverse City 
and Moyer was arrested, it being al­ 
leged that the statement of the rob­ 
bery having taken place was but a 
ruse to enable Moyer to defraud his 
creditors. Moyer’s arrest was upon 
a capias, and, as bail was not entered, 
Moyer is still in jail. Moyer, Mr. Tur­ 
ner said, did a business of $10,000 a 
year, and this action is brought to re 
cover damages for the destruction of 
his business credits, reputation nnd 
character.

Washington, June io.-*-Preliminary 
returns of the spring wheat acreage, 
with the two Dakotas in particular sub­ 
ject to revision, indicate a total area 
seeded of 16,800,000 acres, which, ad­ 
ded to the area of winter wheat, 26,- 
200,000 acres, makes a total wheat 
acreage of 43,boo,ooo, or rather, over 
three and a half million acres greater 
' than last year. 


The average condition of winter 
wheat is 90.8, as compared with 78.5 
at the corresponding date last year, 
and 80.0 the corresponding average 
tor the last ten years. 
The principal 
averages are as follows; New Yoik, 98; 
Pennsylvania, 96; Maryland, 98; Ten­ 
nessee, 93; Kentuckey, 99; Ohio, 87; 
Michigan, 87; Indiana, 95; Missouri, 
' 96; Kansas, 104; California, 33. 


The 
average condition of spring 
wheat is the almost, if not entirely, 
unprecedented one oi ioo.cj, as com* 
pared with 89.0 on June 1, 1897, and 
92.5, the 
average for the past ten 
years. 


Total reported acreage in oats is 1.6 
per cent less than lstnt year. 
There is 
an increase of 3 per cent in Pennsyl­ 
vania, 1 in Kansas and 5 in Nebraska. 
The condition of oats is 98, as com­ 
pared with 93.3 on June 1, 1898, and 
‘■99.5, the average for the corresponding 
date for the past ten years. 


The acreage reported as under bar- 
'ley is 5.3 per cent less than last year. 
The condition ‘of spring pastures is 
’phenomenally high, there being but 
few states in the North or West where 
it does not approach or exceed 100.

THE THUMB TRIGGER. 


A New 13evlro Doing Away With the 
Swerving of a Gun. 


How to avoid the slight swerving of 
A rifle at the moment when the trig­ 
ger is ¡mlled has long puzzled theguu- 
maker aud annoyed tho marksman. 
An expert gunmaker has invented a 
rifle that is intended to solve the prob­ 
lem, and, in the opinion of those who 
have tried it, it does so. 
It is mod­ 
eled on a principle entirely new to gun 
making, the trigger being worked by 
tho thumb aud placed on top of tho 
rifle, instead of underneath, W'here all 
triggers have been placed since guns 
were first made. 
A one-armed mau 
can use this new rifle, the action is so 
simple and the mechanism so free 
from complex machinery. 


The rifle can betaken apart and put 
together in a few seconds, so few are 
the parts of which it is constructed. 
There are no screws except the one 
that joins the stock to the barrel. The 
simple remaining mechanism fits to­ 
gether without screws. The firing sec­ 
tion of the gun consists of only five 
parts. 
The mechanism of the gun is 
as follows: 
When the hammer is 
drawn back to cock tho gun the nose 
of a lever is pressed upward. 
This 
lever presses on a spring formed of a 
piece of bent steel, the curved end of 
which, when the gun is cocked, rests 
agaiust the rim of the cartridge, hold­ 
ing it firmly until the gun is fired. 


The trigger,which is pressed by the 
gun in order to release the hammer, 
protrudes from the upper surface of 
the stock and is simply a steel plate, 
which, when pressed down, does this: 
Into a slot that is depressed, the ac­ 
tion releasing the hammer and dis­ 
charging the gun. 
Until the gun is 
cocked, this depressed “lug” pre­ 
vents the possibility of tli9 gun being

Bicycle H eart. 


Several well-known cyclists have 
lately, it is said, been rejected as un­ 
fit for military service by reason of 
hypertrophy and other diseases of the 
heart. 
Medical men will be rather 
surprised that the numbers are so 
small. 
There must be few of us who 
have not seen the ill-effects of over­ 
exertion on a bicycle. 
The common­ 
est is palpitation and temporary dila­ 
tation ; but even this is sometimes 
very difficult to cure. In a case which 
occurred recently a lady, ordered for 
a fortnight’s change of air after influ­ 
enza, chose to spend it in bicycling 
about fifty miles a day. 
As a result, 
she has had, ever since that time— 
now nine months ago—a pulse which 
on the least exertion rises to 120, 
though she has not ridden again. That 
temporary dilatation occurs is enough 
to show the great strain put upon the 
heart, and it is an added danger that 
the sense of fatigue in the limbs is so 
slight. 
The rider is thus robbed of 
the warning to which he is accustomed 
to attend, and repeats or continues 
the strain upon the heart. As in other 
similar cases, the effect is to render 
that dilatation permanent, which wasf 
at first but temporary, and to cause an 
increase in the muscle of the heart by 
repeated exertion.

The shell is extracted automatically 
by the drawing back of the breech 
block. When the block is drawn back 
the steel spring that plays such an im­ 
portant part in the simple mechanism 
of the gun is thrown by the drawing 
back of the hammer against the rim of 
the cartridge, aud when the block is 
drawn back the spring cocked, this de­ 
pressed “lug” prevents the gun ready 
for reloading. 


It is impossible for the gun to be 
fired while the cartridge is being in­ 
serted, for, as explained, the “lug” 
must enter the depression before the 
hammer can be released by the nose of 
the lever,and as this can only be done 
by depressing the trigger, which cannot 
be depressed when the “lug” is not 
over the slot, it will be seen that an ac­ 
cident through the premature dis­ 
charge of the shell is impossible. 


Neither is it possible for an accident 
to occur through the breech mechanism 
•being blown back by the explosion of 
the cartridge, for as it enters the slot 
through the depression of the trigger 
it engages the rear of the slot and is 
I held firmly until the gun is dis­ 
charged. 


This is all the mechanism of the 
gun. 
It is so simple that anyone not 
accustomed to the handling of firearms 
might doubt its deadliness.

JIarness Hells. 


While they are still by no means 
common, there has been in the past 
three months a considerable increase 
in the use of harness bells in this city. 
They are attached chiefly to the har­ 
ness of horses driven to carriages. 
While this increase may be due in 
some measure to the following of cus­ 
tom, the purpose of the bells is to give 
warning of the vehicle’s approach, 
such warning having become more 
and moro necessary owing to the 
greatly increased use of rubber-tired 
wheels, and rubber-padded shoes for 
horses, following the widespread in­ 
crease of asphalt pavement. 
When 
all these causes combine the approach 
of horses aud vehicles is made com­ 
paratively noiseless. 
The bells are as 
yet chiefly used on private carriages, 
but they are occasionally seen on pub­ 
lic carriages, mostly hansoms, 


Tho beds most commonly used are 
like those made for sleighs and gilt- 
finished or silver-plated to match the 
furniture of the harness. 
In pair 
horse harness the bell i* buckled to 
the coupling links that attach the 
hames together ; in single horse har­ 
ness it is attached to the hame chain 
or martingale ring. 


The use of harness bells is far more 
common in Paris and London, in both 
of which cities it is required by law, 
—New York Sun.

To Preserve Fish. 


Everything that appertains to the* 
preservation of food products in a. 
pure and uncontaminated state is of 
very great advantage to the world at 
large. 
Within the past fewr years 
there has been no little complaint, 
about the unwholesomeness of fish. 
To be a suitable article of food, lisli 
should be used within a fewr hours 
after they have been caught, as they 
deteriorate and decompose with very 
great rapidity, producing ptomaines of 
a most dangerous character. 
The* 
new idea is the‘preservation of fish in 
a tank of sea water, w’hicli is continu­ 
ally agitated and kept in circulation 
by a pump. 
So strong is the current 
made by the pumping engine that the 
fish must swim almost constantly to* 
keep from being drawn upward by it. 
Some of these tanks hold tw*o thou­ 
sand pounds of fish, and the water is 
furnished in such quantity that it en­ 
tirely changes five times in an hour 
and is, in the course of the change, 
re-oxygenized and made wholesome. 
Sixteen hundred pounds of fish were 
kept for eight days in one of these 
tanks in perfect condition. 
It is 
claimed that the cost of preserving* 
them in this way is less than half a> 
cent a pound per day.

CETTING NEWS FROM MANILA. 


I t 
M akes a Circuitous and 
la b o r io u s 
Jotirney I5t*fore K eaeliln g Now York, 
Nows trom Manila, which is perused 
so eagerly nowadays by all Americans 
— aud probably by Spaniards also— 
has to make a circuitous and laborious 
journey before it reaches either Mad­ 
rid, London or New York. It travels 
about 14,000 miles under sea and over­ 
land, and is passed from station to 
station by more than a dozen opera­ 
tors, almost each 0110 of them in a 
different country. 
I11 consequence of 
tho cutting of the single telegraphic 
cable which connects the Philippine 
Islands with China, the news which 
tys recently been received from Man­ 
ila was carried to Hong Kong by boat. 
The distance between Hong Kong and 
Balinao, the cable station of the Phil­ 
ippines, is about 1000 miles. 
Balinao 
is 30 miles from Manila. 


From Hong Kong, telegraphic news 
destined for New* York is flashed over 
a second cable under the China sea, to 
Saigon; thence it goes to Singapore,at 
the end of the Malay peninsula, where 
it is taken up by another operator and 
sent on to Penang; its next objective 
point is Madras, India, from whence 
it is sent overland across India to 
Bombay. From Bombay a cable takes 
the message under the Indian ocean 
to Aden; from Aden it passes along 
under the Red soa to Suez, thence to 
Port Said and Alexandria successive­ 
ly, 
Upon leaving Alexandria it goes 
through tho Mediterranean sea to 
Malta and from Malta to Gibraltar, 
The operators at Gibraltar may then 
transmit the message in either one of 
two ways; they can send it direct, to 
L and’s End, the western extremity of 
Cornwall, England, or they can send 
it to Lisbon, Portugal. 
The usual 
Xoractice is to send cable messages 
from Gibraltar to L and’s End; from 
tho latter point the message goes 
overland to London. 
The London 
operator sends it to Waterville, on the 
west coast of Ireland, and from there 
it crosses the Atlantic ocean to Canso, 
Nova Scotia, and the Canso operator 
l^asses it on to New York. 
All the 
cables used from Manila to Great 
Britain are owned and controlled by 
the Eastern Cable company. 
Coming 
across the Atlantic, the cables of the 
Commercial Cable company, or those 
controlled by the Western Union and 
other lines may be used. 


Any individual sending a message 
from Manila to New York would have 
to pay '32.35 for each word. 
If the 
message is sent direct from Hong 
Kong it costs $1. GO per word. 
The 
rates between the Philippines and 
Hong Kong are higher in proportion 
than between any of the other points 
along the route. This fact is explained 
by old telegraph men on the theory 
that there is so little cable business 
done between Manila and Hong Kong 
that the rates must be pretty high in 
order to make the cable pay. 


Ordinarily the transmission of a 
message of any length from Manila to 
Now York will actually consume five 
hours of time. 
One word could be 
sent through in a little less than two 
minutes, but in order to accomplish 
that feat an operator would have to be 
on the watch at each station and rush 
the word along. 
In the regular order 
of business, 
however, 
delays of a 
greater or lesser degree are inevitable 
at each station. 


The difference in time 
between 
Manila and New York is about 13 
hours. 
While tho resident of this 
city is eating his 9 o’clock breakfast 
the person of regular habits in Man­ 
ila is w’ooing slumber, for it is there 
10 o’clock p. m. 
If a telegraphic mes­ 
sage sent from Manila at 10 o’clock in 
the evening could come through to 
New York instantaneously, it would 
reach here at 9 o’clock in the morning 
of the same day. 
But allowing for 
the five hours consumed in transmis­ 
sion, a cablegram sent from Manila at 
10 p. m. 'would reach here at 2 p. in. 
of the same day. 
In the ordinary 
course of business a telegraphic mes­ 
sage will come -through to New York 
from Hong Kong in about four hours 
and a half. 


Export handlers of telegraph cables 
say that with a properly equipped 
cable ship a cut cable in tho deep sea 
can be put together in a very few 
davs. 
The electricians are able to 
locate the break within a mile of the 
actual point of separation, and the 
grappling apparatus of tne cable ship 
is able to pick up the loose ends of a 
cable very quickly.—New York Times.

HOLDING SUNDAY SERVICES ON A 
U, S. MAN OF WAR. 


tVhen 1% iu m ll W hlto T rian gu lar Pon, 
liant H earing a 1*1 uo Greek Cross Flies 
From tho Gaff D iv in e ’W prshlp Is llelnjj 
H eld —D u ties of tho Snip's Chaplain. 
When there is seen flying from tho 
gaff of a United States man-of-war a 
small, white triangular pennant, bear­ 
ing 011 its field a blue Greek cross near 
tho piko or halyard, it is a signal that 
divine service is being hold 011 board, 
“ Rig church!” is one of the regular 
naval orders, issued usually at about 
10.30 011 Sunday morning. 
Church is 
“rigged” in various places according 
to tho weather conditions. 
If the day 
is fine and not too cold, the quarter­ 
deck will probably be selected, although 
in some ships it is customary to hold 
the service on tho forward part of tho 
gundeck. 
In stormy weather the 
berthdeck below is used, where tho 
men may be under shelter, though 
they are more cramped for room. 


Assuming that tho service is to bo 
held on the quarterdeck, the arrange­ 
ments for it will proceed about like 
this: When the bugler gives the sig­ 
nal tho “ church onsigu” is hoisted to 
the gaff, and somo of tho men, under 
tho direction of an ofiicer,bestir them ­ 
selves briskly in making tho simple 
i 
>reparations which are necessary. 
A 
ew wardroom chairs are brought up 


f 
rom below and ranged along the star­ 
board side, where tho officers are to 
assemble, and benches, capstan bars 
testing on buckets, make seats for the 
crew 011 the port sido. 
The organ — 
for every ship that has a chaplain is 
provided with an instrument of this 
nature—is put in a convenient place. 
If there is a band, audits services aro 
desired, a few musicians aro selected 
and stationed near by. Then the ship’s 
bell is tolled for about five minutes, 
giving the officers and men, wherever 
they may be on board, sufficient time 
to assemble, if thev are so inclined. 
The boatswain may call down tho 
hatchways, “ Silence, fore and aft, 
during divine service!” but it is well 
understood by the entire crew that 
tho ship must bo quiet now for about 
three-quarters of an hour. 
Finally 
tho boll stops; the captain after a 
glance around, makes a sign to tho 
chaplain that all is ready, and the ser­ 
vice begins. 


How it is conducted depends upon 
the denomination to which the chap­ 
lain belongs, and various sects aro 
represented among the naval clergy­ 
men. 
The singing, accompanied by 
the organ, which is played either by 
an officer or by some musician among 
the crew, is generally fine. 
The men 
enjoy it, and their voices ring out 
strong and fresh in the open air. D ur­ 
ing the prayers they are required to 
remove their caps, but throughout tho 
rest of the service they may remain 
covered. 
When it is over, the order 
to “ Pipe down!” is given, and church 
is “ unrigged.” 
Sometimes an even- 
ing service is also held, but this is not 
the general custom. 


Attendance at church on the w ar­ 
ships, is, of course, not compulsory, 
but the officers are expected to attend, 
by way of furnishing an example, 
and most of them usually do, accom­ 
panied by perhaps about half tho crew 
—sometimes more and sometimes less. 
But by 110 means all the ships of tho 
navy are provided with chaplains. 
For the fifty or sixty war vessels now 
effectivofor service, there are twenty- 
four chaplains, 01* loss than one for 
every two ships. 
They are attached 
to the largest and most important ves- 
sels, where their ministrations may 
reach the greatest number of persons 


A queer incident happened a few 
years ago, when ono of the modern 
cruisers was put into commission. 
It 
had ^>een intended that she should 
carry a chaplain, but when the officers’ 
quarters were completed it was found 
that his room had been entirely over­ 
looked. 
No accommodation for him 
thus being available, the ship put to 
sea without a chaplain, and did not 
have one for at least two years. 
In 
an action tho chaplain’s duties are with 
the sick and wounded. 
Occasionally, 
howrever, his aid has been required at 
the guns, and in many instances the 
chaplains have proved 
themselves 
heroic fighters as well as good preach* 
ers. 
In the old days of the navy the 
chaplain wore the full uniform of 
his rank—lieutenant, lieutenant-com- 
mander. or commander—but it is now 
customary for him to wear a suit of 
black, or the regular costume of what­ 
ever church he represents, sometimes 
with the insignia of his rank upon his 
sleeve. 


Fropurty In A n im als. 


Beasts which have been thoroughly 
tamed and are used for burden, or 
husbandry or for food, such as horses, 
cattle and sheep, are as truly proper­ 
ty of intrinsic value, aud aie entitled 
to tho same protection, as any kind of 
goods. 
But dogs and cats, oven iu a 
state of domestication, have always 
been held by tho American courts to 
be entitled to Jess legal regard and 
protection than the more harmless and 
useful domestic animals. 
Similarly 
tho responsibilities of tho owner of 
them are less. 
Thus an owner of a 
dog or cat is not responsible for its 
trespasses on the lands of another, as 
be is for the trespasses of his cattle.
